"I have the honour to inform you thas on the instructions of tle 
Hyderabad Government I have today communicated tu you oy alrueil a letter 
addressed from Hyderabad House, 6 Palace Green, London W8, dated 
21 August 1943, No. DEL 9, signed by me, reading ag follows: 

Sir, 

‘The Government of Hyderabad, in reliauce on Article 35 (2) of 
the Charter of the United Nations, requests you to bring to the 
attention of the Security Council the grave dispute which has arisen 
between Hyderabad end India, and which,-unless settled in accordance 
with international lew and justice, is liksiy to endanger the 
maintenance of international peace and security. Hyderabad bas 
becn exposed in recent months to violent intimidation, to thresta 
of invasion, and tu cvippling economic bleckade which has inflicted 
crucl haréship won the pecple of Hyderabad end which ia intended to 
coerce it into 2 ranunciation of its independence, The frontiers have 
peen forcibly violeted end Byderab2d villages have been occupied by 
Indian troops. The action of India threntens the existence of 
Eydcrebad, the veace of the Indian and entire Asiatic continent, and 
the principles of the United Nations, The Government of Hyderabad 
is collecting and will shortly presant to the Security Councit 
abundant documentary evidence substantiating the present conplains. 
Hydcrazad, a State not a member of the United Ncticns, accepts for 
the purposes of the dispute the obligations of pacific settlument 


provided in the Charter of the United Nations.
